Coroner criticises doctor over 
girl’s Kingston Hospital death 


A senior doctor faces professional 
censure over the death of four- 
year-old Freya Wells at Kingston 
Hospital. 

Coroner Dr Sean Cummings 
took the unprecedented step of 
calling for Dr Rosita Ibrahim to 
be suspended after concluding 
mistakes in her “perfunctory” 
examination of Freya were 
“flagrant and extreme”. 

Freya, a “happy, playful little 
girl” from Wallington, died of sep¬ 
tic shock nine hours after she was 
taken to accident and emergency 
with breathing difficulties, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea on the night of 
November 21,2012. 

She cried out saying: “Mummy, 
mummy. Help me. I can’t breathe.” 

Her mother Carly, who was 
asked to leave her daughter’s bed¬ 
side in the Sunshine children’s 
ward, told an inquest at West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court: “I remember 
kissing Freya a lot and saying, 
‘Goodbye, baby’. 

“I didn’t think it would be the

last thing I would say to her.” 

Junior doctor Hilary Towse 
claimed Dr Ibrahim, a paediatrics 
registrar, laughed at her in the 
early hours of the morning when 
she pleaded for a consultant to be 
called. 

But Dr Ibrahim said she could 
not remember laughing, saying: “I 
just simply did not appreciate how 
unwell Freya was.” 

Dr Ibrahim said: “I have been 
over that evening so many times in 
my head and I cannot recollect 
multiple people coming up to me 
and telling me how concerned 
they are.” 

A consultant was not called until 
4.30am. Freya died at 5.45am. 

Dr Titilola Ayeni told the inquest 
there should have been “absolute¬ 
ly no doubt” about the child’s con¬ 
dition. 

Another doctor said the survival 
rate for a child such as Freya could 



have been as high as 95 per cent. 

It is the first time Dr Cummings 
has ever called for a licence to be 
reviewed by the General Medical 
Council. 

He said Dr Ibrahim was “out of 
her depth” and that Freya’s death 
was “wholly avoidable”. 

Kingston Hospital apologised, 
saying junior staff were now bet¬ 
ter trained in escalating concerns, 
but said Dr Ibrahim, who no 
longer works at Kingston, 
was never disciplined over the 
death. 

Freya’s aunt Lindsay Wells said: 
“We believe the coroner’s inquiry 
has shown Freya was a very sick 
child who needed basic but 
nonetheless urgent specialist med¬ 
ical attention, which sadly she 
never received. 

“It is now clear that one 
doctor in particular grossly 
failed Freya, us and her own 
colleagues on the night in 
question, which has changed our 
lives forever.”

Twenty months in jail for 
Chic-O-Land fryer burglar 


A burglar who stole deep fat fry¬ 
ers from a fried chicken shop in 
Kingston was caught dining in a 
cafe by police who recognised 
him from the store’s CCTV. 

Thief Mark Allaway was sit¬ 
ting in a cafe in Wallington on 
June 25 last year when a group 
of plain clothes officers from 
Sutton’s crime squad walked by. 

Officers recognised Allaway 
from security footage taken at 
Chic-O-Land in St James Road, 
Kingston, from where two com¬ 
mercial fryers were stolen on 
April 22. 

They followed Allaway and ar¬ 
rested him after finding two 
stolen fryers worth more than 
£30,000 in his van. 

Allaway, 41, from Garth Road, 
in Morden, pleaded guilty to 
burglary at Croydon Crown 
Court on Wednesday last week 
and was sentenced to 20 months 
in prison. 

He also admitted stealing an¬ 
other fryer from Mackays Fried 
Chicken in Morden, on March 
22 . 

But the sentence came as little 
consolation to Chic-O-Land’s 
Sardar Besler, who estimates 
the burglary to have cost his 
business about £30,000. 

As well as losing three nights’ 
worth of trade, Mr Besler also 
had to pay for two new fryers, 
which cost about £10,000 each. 

To make matters worse, the 
takeaway’s insurance company 


Millburn entered administra¬ 
tion last month, with the firm 
currently unable to pay out for 
claims. 

Mr Besler said: “I still haven’t 
counted up all of our losses. 

“We closed for three nights 
and I had to buy new machines 
and the insurance company still 
hasn’t paid me for them. 

“The CCTV we had is very 
clear. He [Allaway] had to admit 
to it.” 

Although two fryers were 
found in Allaway’s van, they did 
not belong to Chic-O-Land. 

Police in Sutton are still ap¬ 
pealing for help in tracing the 
owners. 

Mr Besler said: “He [Allaway] 
should go to prison for longer. 

“He’s damaged a lot of shops 
and it has cost me £30,000. I’m 
pleased he’s in prison, but I 
don’t think it’s enough.” 

In 2011, Metropolitan Police 
launched an investigation, Oper¬ 
ation Greve, into a spate of bur¬ 
glaries involving expensive 
commercial catering equipment 
across southern England. 

Restaurants and takeaways 
were urged to mark their fryers, 
ice cream makers and juicers, to 
make them identifiable in case 
of theft. 

Chic-O-Land’s fryers have yet 
to be recovered.

The leader of Kingston Conserva¬ 
tives has called for a detailed list 
of all services provided by the 
Rose Theatre in return for 
Kingston Council’s annual 
£500,000 funding. 

Howard Jones made the request 
in response to the High Street 
venue posting a £204,000 loss in its 
latest accounts for 2012-13. 

The theatre receives £0.5m of 
taxpayers’ money each year, plus 
an additional £380,000 from 
Kingston University. 

When the first new deal was 
struck, then council leader Derek 
Osbourne, now serving a prison 
sentence for possessing indecent 
images of children, 
promised: “Funding will 
not be a subsidy, but 
rather in exchange for 
tangible activities and ser¬ 
vices which will benefit 
the community, particular¬ 
ly young people and those 
normally suffering so¬ 
cial exclusion.” 

Coun Jones said: 

“I have asked offi¬ 
cers to prepare me 
a list of payments 
the council makes 
to the theatre.

“We can see the overall lot, but 
there should be a list of what 
we are getting for our 
money. 

“If we have a service level 
agreement we should be 
to see if we’re getting 
for money in terms 
of what we get 
for our half a 
million quid.”

that agreement would be renewed 
if the Conservatives were in 
power by then, Coun Jones said: 
“Depending on where we were at 
that particular time, if it came to 
the crunch and the council didn’t 
have any money then we wouldn’t 
be able to give any. 

“I think the council needs to 
work out its priorities and per¬ 
sonally I think there are more im¬ 
portant priorities than the 
theatre. 

“But that’s not to say that we 
shouldn’t sit down with them and 
figure out how it can survive.” 

Kingston Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “When we 
signed the new deal a few years 
ago [in 2011] there was a big list of 
all the things that were part of 
the agreement. 

“He seems to be implying he’s 
never seen it, which is a bit 
strange. 

“If he wants to see it then yeah, 
no problem.” 

The deal is known to have in¬ 
cluded hosting the International 
Youth Arts Festival and providing 
20,000 tickets for school children, 
although the exact terms, and 
whether they are being met, have 
never been made public. 

Osbourne admitted in 2010 sec¬ 
ondary schools were not taking 
up the offer of free tickets.

A Kingston charity is under inves¬ 
tigation for failing to file its ac¬ 
counts for almost four years. 

African Families Support Ser¬ 
vices is part of an inquiry by the 
Charity Commission into organi¬ 
sations with annual incomes 
between £250,000 and £500,000 
that have failed to declare their 
finances for two years. 

The charity, which supports peo¬ 
ple affected by Aids and HIV, last 
posted an income of £409,844 in 
March 2010. 

Its 2011 accounts have still not 
been filed. 

It is a criminal offence for 
charities with incomes of more 
than £10,000 to fail to file accounts.

Murdered man’s brother 
released from police bail

The brother of murdered Clay- 
gate man Saad Al-Hilli has 
been released from police bail 
and will face no charges, Sur¬ 
rey Police have said. 

Zaid Al-Hilli, 54, of Bray 
Court, North Parade, Chess- 
ington, had been on police bail 
on suspicion of conspiracy to 
commit murder since last 
summer. 

Saad, 50, of Oaken Lane, his 
dentist wife Iqbal, 47 and her 
mother, Suhalia Al-Allaf, 74, 
were shot dead in their BMW 
while on a camping holiday in 
the French Alps on September 
5, 2012. A French cyclist, Syl- 
vain Mollier, was also shot 
dead on the remote forest road 
in Chevaline, Lake Annency. 

Zaid Al-Hilli was arrested on 
Monday, June 24, last year, and 
items including a plastic box, a

ladder and two bags were 
taken from his flat. 

But Surrey Police said last 
Wednesday there was insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to charge Mr Al- 
Hilli, who worked as an 
accountant at Burhill Golf 
Club in Hersham. 

He told reporters it was 
“good news” he would not face 
murder conspiracy charges. 

Speaking on the first an¬ 
niversary of his brother’s mur¬ 
der, Mr Al-Hilli had said: “I 
have no idea who killed them. 
Absolutely no idea.” 

He had also spoken in Octo¬ 
ber to the BBC about a family 
feud, telling them he was at¬ 
tacked by his brother. 

He said: “They are covering 


up for someone in France in 
that region and they know it. 

“Sylvain Mollier was in¬ 
volved in family disputes and 
was an outsider to [his] rich 
family. 

“There is something more to 
it locally - most crime has local 
roots.” 

It was previously reported 
the two brothers were locked 
in a feud over the Oaken Lane 
home left after their mother 
died from a heart attack in 
2003, that they both wanted a 
share of. 

The two Al-Hilli children, 
both former pupils of a Clay- 
gate school, survived the 
attack. 

About 100 police officers in 
Britain and France have been 
working on solving the 
killings.

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Every little hurts? Tesco’s 
plan sees many objections

Tesco’s latest plans to redevel¬ 
op the old Toby Jug site in Tol- 
worth have been met with 
more opposition. 

Residents and councillors 
were virtually unanimous in 
their opposition to a supermar¬ 
ket, hotel and three blocks of 
flats being built. 

The exhaustive list of 
objections raised at a south of 
the borough neighbourhood 
meeting on Wednesday last 
week included greater pollu¬ 
tion, unbearable extra traffic 
and that the proposed flats 
were too tall. 

Princes Avenue resident 
Roger Foster said that already 
“all I can taste is fumes”. 

Elmcroft Drive resident Mike 
Hoare agreed: “I can smell the 
A3 - I don’t need a measuring 
machine. Pollution is out of 
control.” 

Ann Brown, from the 
Kingston Society, called the 
proposed blocks of flats “quite 
alien” to the area. 

A lone voice in support said 
the development would pro¬ 
vide jobs for the area’s 
unemployed. 

Tesco want to build a hotel 


and a supermarket, and park¬ 
ing, plus room for flats reach¬ 
ing up to six storeys high in the 
future. 

Councillor Sharon Hartley 
said: “I want this area devel¬ 
oped, personally. 

“I’m just disappointed. This 
is a missed opportunity by 
them because they didn’t listen 
to what councillors said to 
them a long time ago.” 

Chessington North Council¬ 
lor Alan Dean opposed the 
scheme, but said: “Housing, I 


would be very much in favour 
of on an unused site.” 

Edward Davey, Kingston and 
Surbiton MP, has also 
relaunched his Every Little 
Hurts campaign, based on 
Tesco’s slogan. 

No one representing Tesco 
spoke during the meeting. 

A spokesman said after¬ 
wards: “The new development 
will bring hundreds of new 
local jobs and also provide 
greater choice that is close to 
where people live. 


“The added convenience of 
the proposed development will 
help keep people from driving 
further away and help encour¬ 
age the growth of other nearby 
businesses. We want to contin¬ 
ue to work with the communi¬ 
ty to make sure this is a useful 
redevelopment for the area 
and look forward to bringing it 
to committee next month.” 

A final decision will be made 
at the development control 
committee meeting on Friday, 
February 7.
